'I'he Kn- 
glisli ullage teacher, as represented in 
Dickens' "Old Curiosity Shop," in tin old 
man, who hears with meek patience tin- 
disorder of the bo\.s and (lie fault-finding 
of half the villain-. 
At the limn of his in- 


troduction to the re.wler lie is mourning 
wilh sad tenderness the sickness and 
death of his favorite pupil, little Harry.— 
Though jXKir he is hcm-uilcnt, and, him- 
self sad, he is ever ready t<> comfort other 
sorrowing one.s. 


Washington Irving gives us a specimen 


of tin; district pedagogue of New Neth- 
erlands: Ic.babod Crane, .1 native of Con- 
necticut, who by cane and birch, urges 
the young Dutchmen ol Sleepy Hollow 
along the paths of knowledge, disposing 
of his blows according to justice, by giv- 
ing few to the weak, und compensating 
by a double allowance to the tough ones.
